THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


[L. S.] To the Inhabitants of the Town of New London 
in the County of Merrimack in said state, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
New London, on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, 
at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise sums of money as may be necessary to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation of the same. 

3. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money 
sufficient to secure state aid for the ensuing year. 

4. To find out if the town will appropriate twenty-five 
dollars for the observance of Memorial Day and pay the 
same to the treasurer of Anthony Colby Post, G. A. R. 

9. To find out if the town will appropriate three hun- 
dred dollars for the maintenance of fifteen street gas lamps 
on Main Street, New London, for the ensuing year. 

6. To see if the town will vote to give the New London 
Cadet Band one hundred dollars for open air concerts to 
be given in the months of June, July, August and Septem- 
ber; the number of concerts to be not less than ten and that 
three of the aforesaid concerts shall be given in Elkins, one 
in each of three of the within mentioned months. 
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7. To hear the report of the committee on cemetery 
appointed last year, and pass any vote relating thereto. 

8. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum 
of two hundred dollars ($200) for improvements in the 
cemetery during the year 1910. 

9. To see if the town will vote to install a set of hay 
scales and to raise such sum of money as may be necessary 
for the same. 

10. To see if the town will elect a superintendent of 
cemeteries. | 

11. To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of highways, bridges and sidewalks 
for the ensuing year. 

12. To find out how much money the town will vote to 
raise more than the law requires for the town library for 
the ensuing year. 

13. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable School Committee of New London: 


In my report to you for the year 1906, published in the 
town report of 1907, I called attention to several funda- 
mental conditions required for a good school. The second

mentioned was ‘‘punctuality on the part of teachers and

pupils and regular attendanee.’’ The following table shows 
the record of attendance for five years before and after the 


consolidation of some of the schools:

In computing the averages, the record of attendance of 
the primary schools includes those outlying schools like the 
West School and Pleasant Street, which have since been 
closed. This increased percentage of attendance not only 
indicates the greater care on the part of parents, pupils, 
and teachers, but it also means in the aggregate many more 
days of school instruction for the thirty-three weeks per 
year as compared with thirty, the largest number shown by 
any of the school registers for the five years previous to 
1905. | 

This additional time, with the systematic course followed, 
has given the graduates from the various schools the op- 
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portunity to so perfect themselves in the various branches 
of the elementary subjects that they are now able to pass 
the entrance examinations to Colby Academy and main- 
tain a good standing in the first year’s work of an approved 
and excellent secondary school. Beside their improved 
standing there, the attitude of indifference to a higher 
education is being overcome and supplanted by the desire 
to continue in school. If education is the training of those 
functions of the mind that tend to produce power, power 
of thought and power to apply, it is self-evident that as 
much longer as we increase the period of childhood so much 
do we increase the period of training and the more likeli- 
hood of producing a maturity of intellect that will direct 
their future ambitions in a desirable direction. For this 
reason, that the youth of New London may have more 
nearly equal opportunities with those who come to the 
Academy from large centers and a fully developed educa-. 
tional system, I recommend increasing the length of the 
school year by at least one week. The expense of so doing 
would be small and the benefits large. 

In a tentative way, drawing has been introduced into the 
consolidated school without a special teacher. Five years 
ago that would have been considerable of an experiment, as 
no books suitable as guides for the teacher had been issued. 
Now it is different, those used since last September, under 
the direction of the regular teachers, have shown their 
worth. It is unnecessary to give arguments for drawing in 
the schools; they are well known, have been found to be 
true and the experience in the two schools in town has 
demonstrated its local value. I recommend its adoption 
in all the schools, and as the cost is but fifty cents per year 
for each pupil, there cannot be much of a burden imposed 
since its adoption would affect less than fifty pupils. 
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_ While our advances have been made without any spec- 
tacular effect, the advance has still been made. The growth 
has been steady and sure. A growth of the best kind, for 
it produces a constant and dependable result. 

Finally, I wish to speak of one common fallacy as to 
student attainment. We hear not infrequently of students 
who could, if they desired, attain high rank and some- 
times a person stands out as quite distinguished for intel- 
lectual ability, whose record is not even mediocre. In a 
majority of instances I believe the analysis is entirely at 
fault. 

It is not true that he could if he wanted to. The fault 
is that he cannot summon and control his will sufficiently 
to form the purpose to succeed in what the school is doing 
and stick to it. 

It is the will every day of the three hundred and sixty- 
five that is the hardest to get. Almost any one can be 
clever now and then, but the sound, practical wisdom and 
the grit to do the right thing every day, even when it is 
hard, even when you are tired and have the right to be 
tired, is the most difficult attainment, and the one, there- 
fore, we should arouse ourselves to reach. This is the kind 
of growth that is going on in our schools.
